THE ENGLISH TRADES CONGRESS OPPOSED 
TO CHASE’S COPYRIGHT BILL. 


The British Government and the Baldwin

Lobo, September 7.—The Trades Con- 
gress yesterday considered the Chase copy- 
right bill, purely from the point of view of 
English printers, and decided it to be injur- 
ious, and resolved to urge the Government to 
open negotiations to secure the authors the 
right to choose the country where their works 
shall be produced. 

BALDWIN’S PARACHUTES. 

The report that the war office has purchased 
a number of Baldwin’s parachutes, is untrue. 
It is a fact, however, that Maj. Templer 
watohed Baldwin’s experiments in behalf of 
the authorities and reported favorably. The 
Minister of War is at present abroad. When 
he returns he will probably order some para- 
chutes to be tried. Maj, Templer himself ex- 
presses his readiness to try them. 

LESTER WALLACE. 

Few British playgoers remember Lester 
Wallack, but those who remember his father 
are naturally fewer still. One of the last of 
them was the late George Henry Lewis, who 
was wont to speak in high terms of bis acting. 
The son’s death is commented on in sympa- 
thetic terms. The Manchester Guardian refers 
with satisfaction to the factthat, although born 
in New York, he first appeared on the stage in 
Manchester in 1546 under the name of Lester. 

REID AND GLADSTONE. 

Wemyss Reid replies to Mr. Gladstone in the 
Nineteenth Century of October. Reid, who is 
the head of the publishing house of the Cas- 
sells, is at present confined to his bed through 
an injury to his leg, incurred in jamping a 
bedge while walking with Bret Harte, a few 
yoars ago.
